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1, A laborer stated that the Ell quarters of the 
Templin (N 54/0 31) training grounds extend 
from the loek at Kannenburg as Yar as Burgwall, 
east of the Havel River. The headquarters in 
charge of the troop training grounds was Lo- 
eated in Sannenburg whieh had been cleared of 
its German ropulation, The main entrances to 
the camp were located in Vozgelsarg and Hammel-~ 
spring.

The detail has thus far constructed forty kitchen 
buildings with mess hall capacities of 1,000 
troops each, Shower facilities were being con= 
structed at Kannenburg, There were few troops in 
the camp in mid-4pril 1950, Units from Bernau, 
Oranienburg, Prenglau and Bad Frelenwalde arrived 
there by rail and road during the second half 

of April 19506. In the Summer of 1949 allesedly 
40,000 troops had been accommodated in the camp. 
It is said that 60,000 to 50,000 troops will be 
quartered there this year, The training grounds 
js off Limits to German workers. * 
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
